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1 . The amendment filed on December 29, 2004 has been entered. Accordingly: 

The specification has been amended; and 
Claim 1 has been amended. 

2. On February 4, 2005, the examiner contacted Mr. Dirk Karl-Heinz Ackermann, 
the pro se applicant, to inform that the amended independent Claim 1 include allowable 
subject. However, one of limitations needs to be amended to correctly reflect the 
second light source positioning compatible with the respective positioning of the first 
light source. The examiner suggested the following: 

Claim 1 (amended), lines 11, "said at least one first cylinder" should be 
rephrased as ~ said at least second cylinder-. 

In response, Mr. Ackermann authorized an Examiner's Amendment requiring 
amendment of Claim 1 as indicated above. A copy of the interview summary is attached 
herewith.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 1 is allowed. 

The prior art of record, including Schirneker (U.S. Patent No. 5,980,241) and 
Hender Jr. (U.S. Patent No. 5,086,380, does not show or suggest the applicant's 
invention as claimed. Specifically, the prior art of record does not disclose an open- 
flame light source, generating light and heat, comprising a U-shaped transparent 
container including: 

first and second cylinders each having its upper end open; the bottom 
ends of the first and second open- cylinders connected to each other via a 
hollow body as recited in Claim 1; 

a first light source positioned at the bottom of the first open-end cylinder, 
and a second light source positioned at the top of the second cylinder as 
recited in Claim 1; and 

the light sources producing air current in upward or downward direction as 
recited in Claim 1. 
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The above-indicated combination, including positioning of first and second open- 
flame light sources, and their producing air current in a predetermined direction, makes 
this invention unique. 

Therefore, Claim 1 is allowed over prior art.
